the general culture society, the great private colleges and 
universities California operating under secular religious 
affiliation have valuable services and knowledge offer the people 
the state and nation that are uniquely their own and which for 
good and substantial reasons can not provided readily the 
state educational agencies.

Objectives 
The principal objectives which have using television 


are supplement the teaching program the Agricultural Extension 
Service, develop better understanding between farm and city 
people and aid the expansion markets for farm products.

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Fresno, and Bakersfield. appears that within the mext month 
two, county staffs six additional counties will start tele- 
casting. addition have had intermittent experience two 
television stations Los Angeles. Since our most concentrated 

and extensive work has been done with KPIX, you may interested 

few comments our results there. report prepared May 
1952 after the first weeks experience indicated that after each 
telecast everage people wrote the station asking for 
further information copies publications. the present time 
this rate from viewers averages around 200. have had 
many 600 requests from single program. Many these people 
take the trouble comment. this time practically all the 
comments have been favorable and high percentage them indicate 
that the viewer feels she has learned something value. 

example the outgrowth from one the programs 
afforded the demonstration given home advisor preparing 
healthful sweets for boys and girls. The dental health superintendent 
the Alameda County schools, Mrs. March Fong, saw the program.

CHAIRMAN COLLIER: Mr. Day, may ask you question. The 
channel has been reserved the Federal Communications Commission 
now, have you found that you have been restricted your activities 
the State level result laws the Codes today? 

DAY: understand your question correctly, the 
answer would no, have not been restricted any way. 
Dr. Clish has pointed out, the present Education Code prohibits the 
full use this medium for the benefit the school systems, but 
not regard that restriction upon activity. 

CHAIRMAN COLLIER: Insofar your station 
Thank you. Mr. Lyon. 

ASSEMBLYMAN LYON: Mr. Chairman and members, haven't 
heard any real complete explanation how KQED, which believe 
Channel has come into being. have heard several references 
this morning, but further background going back beyond today 
and would like Mr. Day just how this station set 
addition the hours you expect operate who helped form 
it, what sort application has been submitted, and little 
the background that. 

MR. DAY: Mr. Lyon, when the channel was reserved for 
San Francisco, group educators here the Bay Area got together. 
Out this initial organization was ultimately formed non-profit 
corporation, under the laws the State California. 
This non-profit corporation drew by-laws which stated that the 
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corporation would operated board directors fifteen 
distinguished citizens four representing the elementary and second- 
ary schools, four representing the 4-year colleges, and seven 


ing the cultural and educational interests the community large. 


our annual membership meeting month ago these by-laws were 
amended allow for broader representation from the community. 

Our Board was increased from fifteen twenty-three, adding two more 
elementary and secondary education, two more the 4-year college 
representation and four the representation the community 
large. This applied the Federal Communica- 
tions Commission for the right operate Channel The application 
the construction permit was granted July last year. addition 


the Board Directors, there Citizens Advisory Committee, 
which Mr. Coolidge Chairman, some members representing the 


broad economic elements the community. order acquire this 
construction permit, obviously this corporation had show ability 
operate the station financially. This was done through series 
contracts which were drawn the Corporation allow use the 
studios mentioned Dr. Burdick the Campus; studios the 
San Francisco school system; the John Trade School. They 
then arranged for the purchase the Channel transmitter that 
KPIX was relinguishing favor more powerful and 
drew lease with the Mark Hopkins Hotel which where the 
transmitter presently located. addition those elements, 
there were two grants from Foundations the Rosenberg and the 

San Francisco Foundations, which together gave $72,000 for the 


operation the station and that money that are now 
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operating. The final element was the the Fund for Adult 
Education, which Ford Foundation grantee organization match 
$150,000 earmarked for the purchase equipment only. are 
the process qualifying for that grant and expect before this 
week out have portion that grant made available for 
the purchase our equipment. Our plans for financing, very briefly 
described are simply these: will require about $250,000 year 
for the operational cost the station. expect eventually 
finance the station the basis $10 memberships the Association, 
which are presently selling. Membership entitles the member 
vote the corporation's activities. will require about 30,000 
members this area support our station. not think this 
impossible spite the size the membership because this 
will represent, years from today, less than two percent those 
that own television sets our viewing area. the meantime are 
going those elements the community which have long supported 
opera, symphony, and other cultural projects, and are asking that 
they help during these first few years helping underwrite the 
deficit that would caused lack full membership the 
corporation. This year that will amount $150,000. The balance 
our $250,000 will come from memberships this year. Next year 
hope the membership will increase that the amount ask for 
special donations will smaller. think that marvelous 
demonstration free enterprise.

Some are 
essentially audio such radio, records and magnetic tape. Some items 
combine both sight and sound such the sound slide projector, the 
sound instructional film and now television. Research shows those 
devices which appeal both the sense sight and sound 
enormously more influential effecting behavior than are devices 
which appeal only one the senses. The degree which the 
multiple use the senses effects learning illustrated the 
difficulty teaching handicapped children. All are well aware 
the problems teaching the deaf. even more difficult 
teach the blind child. for this reason that books alone 


inadequate learning aids. The same thing applies the instructor 


who depends entirely the lecture method teaching. 

important aspect the audio-visual education movement 
that dynamic and continuously seeking improve 
tion through the adaptation and use new devices which science and 
our technology provides us. Business, industry and the armed forces 


have used these devices extensively for many years. reference 


the armed forces use audio visual under the name 
training aids, noted during the war this use was directed 


largely educators who had been given the authority and resources 


necessary develop such programs. further noted that 
these training aids utilization programs were extremely effective 
accelerating and making the armed forces training program generally 
effective. Business and industry especially have been more 
aggressive adapting these devices and methods their training 


programs than public education. part this due erroneous 
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idea that audio-visual education methods are more costly than 
traditional methods instruction. Business can and does compute 
time saved training personnel through these methods money 
saved. Today all business and industrial training programs depend 
largely audio-visual education materials and methods. This true 
especially the use the sound film. Single concerns 
spend millions dollars audio-visual education because they have 
learned dollar wise pays so. 

Theatrical motion pictures are not generally included 
audio-visual education because they are produced with eye their 
entertainment value.

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great art and that educational television will eventually bring 
that about and already people that see their own areas this 
medium are atarting these, oh, let's say, places upon which can 
fall back for fine material.

MR. GEDDES: You feel, then, that the motion picture 
industry, spite the fact there grave doubt rights 
set censonship board, that probably just because public 
opinion has been expressive, will continue have up-grading 
films rather than revert the urge that some people might 
feel there ahead and give the kind films that have 
been condemned? 

MRS. COCHRUN: That's right. think that always looks 
worse the present, but really you could see some 
the things they used have, you would much less about 
the growth taste. hard measure it, but definitely 
there. could keep you here all afternoon proving it.

DR. PULLIAM: Mr. Chairman, suggestion with reference 
State help would not direct grant, but rather further extend 
the audio-visual legislation that might possible, the 
discretion local Boards, that some funds used additional 
money was not intent. 

CHAIRMAN COLLIER: Assemblyman Lyon. 

MR. LYON: Dr. Pulliam, want get little clearer the 
picture the present status this Channel which you refer. 
That Channel which has been set aside and for which your non- 
profit organization has made application, but yet there 
actual television studio tower operation? 

DR. PULLIAM: That correct, Mr. Lyon. There pro- 
gramming yet. 

MR. LYON: You still haven't raised the necessary funds 
through volunteer memberships and get beyond the prelim- 
inary application stage, that it? 

DR. PULLIAM: That correct. have made attempt, 
matter fact, beyond our present point except further 
explore the interests the people the area having facility 
available; exploring the possibilities developing adequate 
financing, and course watching very carefully the experimen- 
tation which going program-wise and financing the part 
these other areas where there Channel being established. 

MR. LYON: You heard Mr. Day's testimony just before lunch 
then, which apparently would set something pattern, which 
perhaps cannot duplicated San Joaquin because metropolitan 
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areas are quite different. Have you followed through the pos- 
sibility getting grants from the same organizations, such 
the Ford Foundation and others? 

DR. PULLIAM: Yes, sir, and believe the common pattern 
has been that they select metropolitan areas they have 
this point, and believe that such grants have not been made 
available smaller localities, those the range 100,000. 

MR. LYON: you feel, then, liberalizing legislation 
were passed that local school districts could participate, 
that you would then through their audio-visual programs able 
get enough money ahead and establish the physical facility 
and carry the operation cost Channel 

DR. PULLIAM: That would our hope. 

MR. That your thinking then how would 
implemented? 

DR. PULLIAM: Yes. 

MR. GEDDES: think that can't escape the implication 
that when have been talking about educational television today 
really are talking about two different things, and back 
the phrase you used “in-school course, have 
referred those previously.

would have. Now, the in-school television education, which

MR. LIEBERMAN: Mr. Chairman, and members the committee. (State- 
ment prepared by: Irving Lieberman, Research Associate Charge, 
Audio-Visual Project, January 25, 1954, School Librarianship, 
University California, Berkeley California). name Irving 


Lieberman. the Research Associate charge the Carnegie 
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supported Audio-Visual Project the School Librarianship the 
campus the University California. The reason for the project 
that libraries today are concerned with all the media communication, 
including print. accordance with this need, two years ago special 
project was set the School supported the 
Carnegie Corporation New York determine just what should 
included the education the librarian the area audio-visual 
materials. research this connection has pointed the necessity 
for knowing more about the use both radio and television. And with 
the advent non-commercial television, the importance library use 
this medium has increased greatly. 

Let say immediately that this use not just for publicity 
produce additional information about existing programs within 
the library, but instead provide programs lasting educational 
value themselves. This merely extension the resources 
the library tax supported institution providing these additional 
programs reaching much larger audience children, young people 
and adults. short, television not proposing 
hat have not been accepted part our democratic 
society. The teaching children, the conduct adult education 
courses and the dissemination the knowledge our libraries,, 
museums and art galleries have long been matters which local 
state governments have participated directly. Nobody has ever suggested 
that such participation was either unnecessary wasteful. Educational 
television can assure state city getting more for its money 
than ever before. Instead making these cultural resources 
able only hundreds one time, thru they can offered 


thousands. 
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Let specific. one the large libraries the country 
there significant collection costume prints beautiful color. 
These prints are used few hundred adults annually who come the 
library make copies designers, for art purposes, for study 
costumes. The collection for reference use the library only. 
Wouldn't cultural advantage have animated narrator bring 
these prints into the homes many housewives who have opportunity 
leave their homes during the day the evening because their 
family responsibilities, home-bound art students, well 
many our public school classes, and thereby stimulate the creative 
abilities our people? 

True, this would not addressed audience millions, 
and such illustrates the significant point about non-commercial 
television needed provide sufficient viewing time for 
minority groups. this case minority does not mean political 
religious racial minority, but rather audience with limited 
interest, which ordinarily goes begging. there sufficient 
interest majority group built for particular program, 
naturally would onto commercial channel after had been 
tried out the non-commercial area. Culture democracy 
street, bad for the majority not recognize minority 
tastes, just bad for the minority not recognize majority 
preferences. This further indication that non-commercial tele- 
vision for educational purposes complementary and not competitive 
with commercial television.

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President the Bay Area Educational Television Association. hope 
the Committee will recognize that speaking humorously here, has 
done great deal our work his own time great personal effort. 
Dr. Seidel 
DR. SEIDEL: Chairman, members the Committee, 
glad Mr. Coolidge made those observations because very important 
those points get therecords. has mentioned Vaughn 
Seidel, Superintendent Schools Alameda County, President 
BAETA and also member the Commission Educational 
Television. Now going attempt summarize this very briefly 
and then bring out the state-wide implications this very briefly 
and then try answer any questions that you may have. the first 
place, have covered pretty well what educational television is, 
what television is. We've found out that medium 
communication. Mass communication one the most powerful 
ever devised man because brings the factors sight and 
action well sound, which are tremendous learning powers. And 
found tremendous teaching aid, that teach many 
more things many more ways than have ever been able before. 
Assemblyman Geddes pointed out, there two way stretch, 
well bringing into the classroom the home, also emanates 
out that anyone the outside can see what going the 
classroom some particular place that you are trying televise, 
like industry something like that. We've also found out that 


has overcome time, space and distance, factors which have never 
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had before, tools the teaching profession. Some you may have 
seen Arthur Godfrey's program, here week ago, where get 
New York just carried the program staying down 
Florida and introducing the people split screen basis, who were 
New York. You have move around the things you 
want anymore, you have this television facility, isa 
tremendously powerful teaching aid well mass medium com- 
munication. Now have also established the fact that are going 
have television, there power this earth that will ever 
the broadcasting, are you going give commerce, 
part education, are you going give all education. 
We've determined far that commercial televising very sound, 
has very definite place our community and our democratic lives, 
but doesn’t answer all the questions. There need for part 
this prospective set aside for education and that has been 
done, are pleading that you back this education phase and 
make possible for participate. Now have also brought 
out how badly needed, some the limitations our educational 
program, the community activities, libraries and museums, and 
thinking terms selling industry and our way life the 
upgrowing generation. Then try establish too, addition, 
the fact that there tremendous amount interest, broad 
scope interest this community, that television just 
straight educational television for elementary and high schools, 


community activity. covers every phase community life well 
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schools. going tremendous amount for this leisure 
time and the retired people who cannot get out and get the places 

learn new hobbies and learn how retire effectively. going 
tremendous things for the farmer. tried bring out, that 
there isn’t any group that cannot benefit from the things that can 
put one Now have also tried bring out the fact that 
money saver. Lots people forget that while education itself 
abstract, pretty hard measure when person gets idea 
when does not get it, but there nothing abstract about conducting 
educational program. are spending, that is, this 
area are spending hundred million dollars year. Now you can’t 

tell businessmen that with means communication, that with 
all the things that television offers can't affect savings that 

are substantial. I've made study several those phases the 
field administering the public education and satisfied that 

can save tremendous amount, just one Superintendent Schools. 
For instance, supervisors, the ones send out the differnet 
classrooms help the teachers, there lot things that they can 
do, that they need do, that are absolutely the same for every teacher. 
not saying this going replace the supervisor but 

going make possible for these supervisors much better 

and greater Take music supervisor, one the jobs 

teach the use the pitch pipe. That sounds simple but the time 

supervisor gets around all the new teachers that are not music 


majors but have teach music, takes tremendous amount of. human 
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energy, and paying for that, and you taxpayers are paying for 
that the hour. can teach every teacher these nine counties 
fifteen minutes, all they need know about that one thing. Now 
you can just keep multiplying those things and obvious that 
means mass communication can make dividends with that much 
You say, are you going cut down the tax rate? question 
how much education you think ought dish out. you want more 
education, think can give you more education for the same amount 
money, have complete control television facility. 

Now getting down what aspects what has this got 
with your committee and with you legislators? think 
pretty well agreed among the educators, and among the American public, 
that you don’t want control. have guarded education very jealously. 
don't want, and keep that local basis, anybody Sacramento 
tell what teach and when teach. want anybody 
Washington, tell these things want these things 
developed local basis. That where make progress. There 
are plenty examples the world where they have centralized 
education want any control, and course, soon 
you start taking money you sacrifice control automatically. Asa 
matter fact, don't need, and large, any help financially 
this matter. get into that just little later.. 

Now have one problem which has come up; while 
want State control, this medium greater than any one school 
district any one community. Therefore, are going have have 


concept for getting together local basis and working out 
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joint venture and joint operation new tool. That does not 
mean that are sacrificing local control, simply means get 
together and work out deals broadcasting basis. There 

where are going have have your help; need legislation 

make legal for two school districts get together and 

jointly operate, build, maybe, and operate station, public money 
needed. you already heard, both the stations Los Angeles and 
here are being operated without any public moneys all except the 
time that few public servants put in, which you can count 
public moneys, but think most put enough time 
over and above the hours day more than give you your 
service when this thing comes into full focus, need citizen 
legislation for enabling the County Superintendent Schools 

help operate these stations; not necessarily help with the stations, 
but operate the activities that create programs develop 

programs that can educational. Now.if need any money from 

the Legislature, see objection the Legislature making available 


funds temporary loan basis help out district group 


districts get television established and then 


eventually turn back and repay the money. The expensive part 


television the broadcasting; the expensive part, all these 


high expenses you hear about, the program and the entertainment 
features. cost very much operate transmitter 
studio, matter fact, pretty comparable within 


few thousand dollars operating elementary school rooms 
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about 700 elementary children. costs just about much 

set the capital outlay does build elementary school 
for 700 children, costs just about much operate the station 
does operate elementary school housing 700 children. Now 
when say that, comparingthem, the expense, capital outlay and 


operation conduct school for 700 children against the same 


amount money for operating Channel KQED, that would serve three 
and half million four hundred thousand students pupils 
and students. the Legislature wanted to, the big problem 

raise enough money get started, get the thing going and 
after that satisfied will carry itself. There are numerous 
ways that televisioncan pay for itself. the meantime the tough 
part dig the capital outlay get these commitments because 


you have have pretty large amounts and they have come practically 


all once, because there you are really competing with other 


purchasers equipment that type thing. But think that could 
done you wanted help that extent, and that would help 

the thinly populated areas. San Francisco and Los Angeles don't need 
that type help. Fresno doesn't, nor San Jose, the larger centers, 
but maybe the north around say Chico and few those places 
the end cost would higher because there wouldn't 


divide the costs; I’ve made lot notes along but

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CHAIRMAN COLLIER: Mr. Seidel you mentioned about your 
supervisors and that you could your job minutes where takes 
hours otherwise. you anticipate saying that you will have fewer 
supervisors than you had the medium television order to. 
carry your supervisional work? 

DR. SEIDEL: Everything being equal, Mr. Collier, that would 
true. But that isn't problem; the problem that I’m facing 
twice much population children for supervisors five 
years from now than they are doing right today. supervisors are 
working twice hard today trying. twice the job today that 
they were called upon five the way popula- 
schools growing. I'm interested tomorrow, where 
are going get all the this won't away with teachers but 
will enable each teacher teach more; and who going get 
ready pay for all children who are coming in. care 
how many high schools you have any area California, five years 


from now you are going have have twice many. 
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CHAIRMAN COLLIER: other words, your supervisors are 
going have increase the same proportion the near 
future with television has the past. 

DR. SEIDEL: think with television, and full control 
it, that won't need many persons much expense per pupil 
the future would you didn't have it. 

CHAIRMAN COLLIER: other words then you won't need 
many supervisors the supervisory work? Let that 
one step forward, then you think that will mean savings 
the number teachers that you will need? 

DR. SEIDEL: No, you are always going have have 
certain number teachers for certain number children, how- 
ever, the thing where you make your money, you think terms 
results, that right now can't use our best teachers any more 
than can use our poor teachers because they all limited 
children. Maybe with what that good teacher can talk about 
and the number other teachers that the good teachers talk 
after school andwith television with full control its con- 
tinuity and all the factors that with ownership, and full 
control station, can take our very best teachers and have 
the effects her teaching all over the system help the 
other Remember this not automatic teacher but 
does increase the effectiveness every teacher. 

CHAIRMAN COLLIER: What would you say would the pro- 
portioning your classroom time for the televiston what 
portion ------- 

DR. SEIDEL: where your editor comes in, 


know, need tremendous amount research this, this 
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brand This something that has hit educators practically 
over night. Ten years ago there was such thing television 
around here. far commercial television, need learn 
lot things about how use this television medium and that 
what ETRA pledged do, find out how the teachers regulate 
their programs that the proper program can come taken 
advantage all one time. What should they before 
program comes in, what should they afterwards? Now the middle 
west and east much further along that type activity than 
are. They've had radio, classroom radios, for years the 
middle west, Wisconsin, Michigan, and those places; and those 
teachers are used waiting for certain program and then taking 
advantage it. 

CHAIRMAN COLLIER: Don't you have radios your Bay Area 
Schools here? 

DR. SEIDEL: Not generally speaking. We've missed that 
thing altogether. The time went the Legislature that 
had opportunity that but the Legislature turned down 
and don't think will make much difference anyway, because 
couldn't buy receivers those days. was and you just 
couldn't buy receivers then. 

ASSEMBLYMAN GEDDES: part the have 
radios the classrooms great number the schools but 
they are tuned what programs might available, such 
Thursday morning musical appreciation hour and things like that, 
and tune some particular station, there are very few 


those existence, was pointed out. 
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DR. SEIDEL: There are afew, Mr. Geddes, and have taken 
advantage good many them but using entirely dif- 
ferent than television too, there lot things when you bring 
sight action, you can lot things that you can't 
with just voice. 

CHAIRMAN COLLIER: Assemblyman Lyon. 

ASSEMBLYMAN LYON: Dr. Seidel, there nothing the 
present education code the state law that has restricted 
use radio throughout the schools California for education 
purposes there? 

DR. SEIDEL: No. 

ASSEMBLYMAN LYON: Because can recall radios provided for 
the code. 

DR. SEIDEL: that what was thinking. 

ASSEMBLYMAN LYON: other words, what you were referring 
not the inability but perhaps the reluctance the part 
the districts into any program radio education. 
There are national broadcasts such the Standard School Hour and 
others that are available the school district chooses buy 
the radios and make them available the classrooms the 
say the auditorium; wherever number classes can-come 
together and many instances know they have done that for 
years some the school districts. 

CHAIRMAN COLLIER: Assemblyman Geddes? 

ASSEMBLYMAN GEDDES: Dr. Seidel, have met each other 
great many hearings like this and don't you believe that part 


the first and early resentment the proposal for educational 
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television more less stemmed the wrong conception and that 
what were seeking was brand new tool, whether 
good not, into the public schocl educational system and 
the sights were more less narrowed that while have 
demonstrated today with different testimony much broader, 
and don't need repeat that basis you have had much 
experience longer than have had the Education Committee, 
you agree that part this position that find 
ourselves exactly where were when Assemblyman Phil Davis 
Los Angeles introduced bill establish couple radio 
stations owned and operated the State and the great 
argument against was that didn't want put the State 
the communication business, and the sum that same anxiety, 
resentment and fear hangs over into this hearing. far 
concerned, you agree, has served dispel that fear 

the testimony the witnesses that have been before 

DR. SEIDEL: hope that true because you are absolutely 
right. tell that when they were trying get two-way 
radios police and fire cars, they ran against the same ob- 
jections, because the legislators the general public were 
thinking terms entertainment, they wanted know why 
the world they wanted have policeman sitting night time 
listening Jack Benny program, for instance, when ought 
tending business, but these people were trying get 
communication between the chief and the cars. 

ASSEMBLYMAN GEDDES: Another argument that was advanced 
before the Committee was remember that these stations 


were going used for propaganda purposes and that, course, 
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the people didn't want the Legislature do, but should 
into the record that not intended here. The basis upon 
which the programs are built, they are, educational 
and there would propaganda such program. 

DR. SEIDEL: That's interesting fact, there are two 
points there regard the schools and propaganda. was 
talking several members the Federal Communications Com- 
mission and they brought out the fact, during the hearing 
matter fact, that the schools have operated public school 
radio programs for over years and the FCC has yet have 
record complaint school using that radio for any subversive 
purpose. good many, the majority the commercial stations, 
can't brag about that kind activity. think that point 
the schools are more apt find out what subversive and 
what isn't and eliminate it. harder for commercial 
company eliminate because the first place they may not 
know advance; secondly, there always revenue involved, but 
with school there revenue involved, and usually they know 
they have review everything and get ready for and therefore 
they are their guard. 

ASSEMBLYMAN GEDDES; commercial station may put 


famous commentator the air, who may have views different from 


yours and mine, and all that they have have the 
sponsor say that these represent the individual's views and not 
necessarily those the sponsor and the station, that all 
that follows precedes the broadcast. 

DR. SEIDEL: Another point that, Mr. Geddes, that 


the school people wanted Communists subversive, they 
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wouldn't want television. could subversive and you folks 
wouldn't know for years. spent good deal money and 
time talking businessmen and public spirited citizens and took 
them into school rooms show them what doing, but 
certainly did and any educator did it, wouldn't 
take them long get me. this thing kept local 
basis, everybody would know the moment happened, the 
television alone the safeguard against any subversive 
activity. 

ASSEMBLYMAN course, when mentioned pro- 
think you will find some people who will scream just loudly 
you propose support bond issue for some new school room, 
they just don't want the school self-serving and self-advertising. 
the school board does then that course different. 
passed law over good deal objection allowing the schools 
prescribe bond issue and that has aided materially, not the 
election for the bonds, but the purchase the bonds, 
happened the other day the Whittier School. 


CHAIRMAN COLLIER: Any other questions? Assemblyman Bradley. 
ASSEMBLYMAN BRADLEY: Dr. Seidel, Mr. Coolidge states that 


you were the last witness and should ask all the tough questions 


figured out during the afternoon have couple them 
saved for the first place want congratulate 


you talking abount bringing things the local level, think 


that one hobbies keep the State out your hair, 


you can, and keep the Federal Government out your hair. 
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They have done that Iowa good way and they are still 
fighting for it. That what hope can do, and the next 
place want thie financial question. think this 

largely financial question. After all, all want give 
agriculture what wants, all want better adult education 
and want give the libraries what they want and the question 
is, how will it? think you answered that question your- 
self speaking schools and the tremendous expansion. You 
said, "Who going pay for it"? Now there you have exactly 
the question have back our minds most this stuff. 
don't think there any doubt but what the Legislature will 
willing give you legislation these things they didn't 
think there was going big come-back inside year for 
lot more money, which don't have, and which have got 
try and find somewhere. the point come down just this 
question. you visualize, looking ahead, the need State 
support for this program? 

DR. SEIDEL: No. But your point well taken that you 
don't want keep coming and asking for more things, especially 
can get along without them. point when come you, 
when ask you give legal permission these things, that 
different than asking for support, because can't move without 
you fellows telling what can do. From what you tell us, 
can use the same funds. can show you that before are through 
can take this Federal Aid program that are now spending several 
dollars unit and make many many more times effective. Now 


you have one film printed and now your problem, problem, 
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get that all the different school take one 
film and put television and let all the schools that are 
interested that film see all once. 

ASSEMBLYMAN BRADLEY: think that answers problem. 
open new school every week, still won't have enough; 
open schools weeks are still getting behind, but 
the same principal that don't want give lot legis- 
lation, least wouldn't want to, which just leading 
big demand for further funds. Now you say you not. have 
another question, you visualize the need increased ADA, 
the permission were given you, other words, the expansion 
going occur, you have much ADA, now will you visualize having 
ask for increase? 

DR. SEIDEL: No, not television basis, sir. are 
going interested amounts additional money for ADA from 
other factors. your dollar gets less and less valuable, have 
ask for more. 

ASSEMBLYMAN BRADLEY: The Republicans will keep from de- 
preciating any more. One more question now, Mr. Lyon was talking 
about radios schools, understand does not have the 
same standing that radio has. Does have the same standing

DR. SEIDEL: the licensing? From the FCC point view?

ASSEMBLYMAN BRADLEY: Now you say put tax 
basis, how would put tax basis? 


DR. SEIDEL: you had set-up like you have the 
Water District, where you wanted cover local taxes, I'm 
not advocating that, but I'm just saying this thing put 
broad basis, which ought be, and think will be, 


eventually because 
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they are going want this type thing, the unit cost that any 
one person has put very small because say again, the 
expensive part television not the broadcasting but the 
maintaining studios. 

ASSEMBLYMAN BRADLEY: Well, very glad get your 
opinion those things. 

DR. SEIDEL: have the figures and costs those things 
case you want them. 

ASSEMBLYMAN BRADLEY: know what you are against be- 
cause have find some million down home town for 
schools the next few years. 

DR. SEIDEL: Then think the duty every legis- 
lator, you will pardon for being presumptuous, see 
that every tool used that suggests savings any description 
and does not dissipate the program. will have the 
same business years ago, the public demanded more roads and 
better roads, and the people building the roads had discard all 
their old tools and meet that demand. automobile people did the 
same thing. Today they are building more and better automobiles, 
but they are not doing with the same tools they had years 
ago; and here are expecting education along with 
and hundreds thousands more children, and different kinds 
children, and still not change any aspect their activities. That 
what think this will for us. 

CHAIRMAN COLLIER: Doctor, you know one thing about good 


government, people want it, they can get it. 
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DR. SEIDEL: That's right, but they have got want it. 
asking for this community for people spend 
much money television educational television they one 
day horse race. 

CHAIRMAN COLLIER: Thank you very much. Assemblyman 
Geddes? 

ASSEMBLYMAN GEDDES: Your mention horse racing reminds 
something that thought previously. number horses 
run for number days California and each pari-mutuel 
ticket certain amount accrues the state.

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reason given for that law that encourages agriculture because 
the people get come the fairs and they see the prize pump- 
kin and the large turnip they home and raise larger pumpkins 
and larger turnips. the same time they follow old American 
custom and get see each other and have picnic and see another 
horse race that produces more revenue. some money was needed 
from the state, say let's divert from the Fair and Exposition 
Program, part it, put where needed and develop 
the laboratory way the educational television. And the Legis- 
lature still wouldn't straining itself adopt new policy, 
would they? 

DR. SEIDEL: That's right. That the positive way 
look it. The negative way that think there should more 


understanding among the school children, and maybe their families, 
what you folks the Legislature. Now try that, 
but isn't practical haul these children hundred miles 


more, buses because runs into all kinds administrative 
problems. But, could take cameras here and watch you fel- 
lows work here the Legislature these committees. Now anyone 
who has worked with the Legislature and with these committees 
realizes tremendous job, and everybody knew that think 


they would vote more intelligently and with you lot more than 


they are. There would lot less this loose slurring about 
legislators, etc., the people knew exactly what you are doing, 
for instance, how many hours you spend legislative session be- 


fore issues are worked out. 
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ASSEMBLYMAN GEDDES: These boys who want play cops 
and robbers giving them day San Quentin television takes 
some the glamour off it. They would cops the future, 
think. 

DR. SEIDEL: are making studies just that type 
thing, Mr. Geddes. One our boys over the University 
California, who just got his masters degree, trying find 
out what the reaction some these programs children 
from the first the eighth grade. took these children, and 
asked what kind they were watching and asked them their 
reaction. Sixty-seven percent these children, and this 
psychologically true too, answered yes this question! Are all 
policemen, sheriffs, highway patrolmen, law enforcement officers 
bad, unreasonable? They answered, yes. Then later the 
questioning they asked them, are robbers mistreated? Burglars? 
They said, no. Now, course, lot them will grow and 
change their minds, but you don't need many not change their 
minds run into some pretty high expense. have this type 
thing because there educational system this state 
negative basis that you are going have something 
fight. you don't, you folks, and the people you represent, are 
pay the bill. Right now there increase juvenile 
delinquency, and are trying find out what causes it. 
think have some answers. 

ASSEMBLYMAN BRADLEY: I've got seven grandchildren and

MR. SUTHERLAND: Mr. Chairman, and members, name 
William Sutherland, member the Governor's Advisory 
Committee Educational Television and represent directly the 
California State Theatrical Federation. indirectly represent 
the American Federation Labor. believes the future 
education television and wholeheartedly supports the effort to- 
wards its eventual possibilities. believe that labor has 
definite part educational television. Although have heard 
mainly today from the educators, there more educational 
television than just the academic teaching. have mind safety 
programs, welfare programs, for the benefit our leagues 
there, our 4-H programs for the farmers and indefinite number 
programs that could established educational television 
stations. Labor not only believes local autonomy for the 
stations, but also believes that there should state-wide 
committee set guide the local stations and 
local groups. There are number districts within the state 


that are not financial position, due their population, 
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puild these stations, because, you have heard outlines, 
quite expensive outlay the beginning. Therefore, labor be- 
lieves that the state should assist financing the original out- 
lay these stations. Not necessarily rent basis put ona 
loan basis. also believes that legislation should passed 
permit the use existing funds within the school districts 
for educational television. There are number savings 
made with educational television has already been pointed 
out, and right now, understand it, the law prohibits many 
these funds from being diverted educational television. 
our belief that eventually educational television will pay its own 
way and, fact, might some time create quite savings for 
the education department. That all have say. 

CHAIRMAN COLLIER: Any questions from members the 


committee? Assemblyman Bradley? 

ASSEMBLYMAN BRADLEY: You said you advocated, Mr. 
Sutherland, state-wide co-ordinating committee guide local 
groups. What you mean that? What type committee you 


mean, and how far would you have go? 


MR. SUTHERLAND: Well, that question that has been 
kicked around the Governor's Advisory Committee. Our thought 
that there should representative group from each the 


local stations form nucleus for state-wide committee that 
there would duplication effort and the utmost utilization 


the program. 
ASSEMBLYMAN BRADLEY: That would organization 


, 
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committee, but that doesn't give any answer how far you 
would have go. You speak about co-ordinating, what going 
co-ordinate? That's what interested in. going 
tell the people different school districts what they can do, 
what they can put on, there any censorship it? 

MR. SUTHERLAND: There might some censorship, how- 
ever, the FCC pretty well takes care the censorship educa- 
tional television, understand it. 

ASSEMBLYMAN BRADLEY: course, one person who 
doesn't believe much state control you can get away from it, 
you probably have gathered. Now you speak building these 
stations loan basis, you think there any prospect 
ever collecting the cost them those areas all? What 
about the material becoming obsolete two three years and then 
not being worth anything? 

MR. SUTHERLAND: Well, are faced with that problem 
obsoletion all times. Regardless when build, run that 
chance, that risk having that material obsolete. 

ASSEMBLYMAN BRADLEY: That entirely correct, but 
this case you might say you will have mortgage it. they 
will have say is, you fellows take backs don't want 
anymore; isn't any good. wondering there would any- 
thing have hold get the money back. 

MR. SUTHERLAND: Well, that something that could 
worked out. don't have the answer right now. 

ASSEMBLYMAN BRADLEY: Now there one more thing, you 
said you could visualize that this education thing might pay for 
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itself pay for its upkeep. just interested how you can 
visualize that what would you visualize that they would any- 
thing pay for themselves. 

MR. SUTHERLAND: Well, can only along with what 
predecessor, Dr. Seidel, mentioned, there are different savings 
that can taken care the education department. Trusting 
that there are teamsters here the present time, was 
pointed out the Advisory Committee, illustration sav- 
ings, where they would normally take group the zoo. 

ASSEMBLYMAN BRADLEY: get your point there now, 
didn't get the beginning. thought you had some idea that 
the programs would pay for themselves. Your thought really that 
the programs present within the school expanded, 
might cover its own cost. Thank you very much. 

CHAIRMAN COLLIER: Mr. Sutherland, you just made state- 
ment Assemblyman Bradley about censorship. You said that the 
FCC would the censoring. Now, that one the things that 
many people are fearful that the FCC will doing the censor- 
ing the education programs the local level. that what 
you meant that the FCC would the censoring these educa- 
tion programs the local levels? 

MR. SUTHERLAND: Well, possibly the 
word censorship. The FCC lays down the ruling that all educational 
programs programs over the educational television stations have 
educational and available the general public, other 


words, general educational interest and not merely propaganda. 
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And, imagine, some programs were propaganda, the FCC would 


step and say no. 


CHAIRMAN COLLIER: Now you are spokesman for the AFL, 


representative the AFL, and you are favor the FCC lay- 


ing down rules and regulations far educational programs 
the local level are concerned? 
MR. SUTHERLAND: established fact already. 
CHAIRMAN COLLIER: they are doing it? Any other 
questions? Assemblyman Geddes? 
ASSEMBLYMAN GEDDES: true that what are say- 
ing about censorship are the same things that exist with radio 
stations today and with television stations, that before the li- 


cense renewed the Federal Communications Commission grant- 


ing the licenses the renewal, there has showing made 

the station operating service and that rather than supervision 

that particular matter would have into the program would 
the basis which the license would extended renewed, that 
the station could not any time have paid program and could not 
sell its time, and would have be, you said, educational 


nature and that's far the present regulation goes censorship 


control the FCC. the return loan money, would you 


agree that find ourselves the same position with public 


schools which the state has loaned money their building pro- 


~ 


grams? Some twelve fourteen million dollars accumulated which 
has paid back the first borrowers through bond issues 
Showing that the money does come back the state. Well, other 
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words, put this more less the same basis, wouldn't 


have any more afraid repayment than are our public 

building finance programs. 

afraid repayment. think will taken care of. 
course, I'm looking from the viewpoint that the metropolitan 
centers can well afford pay their way, but how about the little 
fellow the outlying district that needs the education even more 
than they the metropolitan centers, and should not de- 
prived it. 

ASSEMBLYMAN GEDDES: have provided our school fi- 
nance program for equalization feature that necessary be- 
cause the differing financial ability various school dis- 
tricts. But, regards co-ordination, you visualize that you 
would state-wide what being attempted here the nine 
counties the bay area? Here they can all come and the pro- 
gram would develop place where you have this area, and the 
Central Valley Area and Los Angeles County which, although all one 
county, has large number school districts that. are going 
interested the particular program. 

CHAIRMAN COLLIER: Any other 
ASSEMBLYMAN CASEY: May ask Mr. Sutherland question? 
CHAIRMAN COLLIER: Assemblyman 

ASSEMBLYMAN CASEY: Mr. Sutherland, you referred the 


state, that the state should assist the original outlay 
these stations. Did you mean that the construction the 
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station. 


MR. SUTHERLAND: Yes, that the big problem for the 
small communities. 

ASSEMBLYMAN CASEY: can see how would because 
the tremendous cost building one those. come 
sparsely settled area down the Imperial Valley. There new 
station that Yuma and until they have national hookup 
their programs, they are specializing local news and local 
broadcasts, and sure they would glad donate the time, 
all the time that would asked them, until such time 
builds where they could not. So, believe that safe 
financial approach this for the time being get the donated 
time from the station even pay for rather than put out 
that much money and get back through loan. 

MR. SUTHERLAND: Isn't that just temporary thing 
though, soon they get hooked into the nationwide systems, 
then you'll find that the free time will eliminated. 

ASSEMBLYMAN CASEY: don't think so, any more than the 
radio stations for long radio has been operation, they are 
still encouraging local programs without charge that area. They 
have been operating for many years. 

MR. SUTHERLAND: That Yuma, Arizona. They 
with the California Education System? 

ASSEMBLYMAN CASEY: They were built serve the Imperial, 
Yuma and the Coachella Valleys; they couldn't exist simply serving 
the Yuma area alone. have problem far building the 


station down there, that sparsely settled area.

MR. SUTHERLAND: Possibly, shouldn't have even men- 


tioned it. 
ASSEMBLYMAN BRADLEY: Yes, you should mention it; that 


what want. 


MR. SUTHERLAND: think that the educational tele- 


vision groups themselves are planning state-wide co-ordinating 
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committee. 
ASSEMBLYMAN BRADLEY: private affair among them- 


selves? 


MR. SUTHERLAND: private affair, yes. 

ASSEMBLYMAN BRADLEY: Still you have not answered 
question. Was that statement yours advocating such 
mittee the official opinion the California Federation Labor? 

MR. SUTHERLAND: Under the setup just mentioned, 
believe would official, yes. 

ASSEMBLYMAN BRADLEY: You believe would be; you are 
not willing say is.

CHAIRMAN COLLIERt Thank you very much Mr. Sutherland. 

Now have Mr. Philip Bernheim. Mr. Bernheim will you 
come forward please? Mr. Bernheim sent note saying that 
representing only himself citizen and taxpayer. Mr. 
Bernheim you may proceed. 

MR. BERNHEIM: Gentlemen. will try brief. 
have several notes here. know that this committee hearing 
primarily interested what changes, any, should made 
state law account the infringement our society, 
culture and the possibility educational television. speak 
said note only for myself citizen and taxpayer, 
not connected with the television industry any way. have 
had radio broadcasting experience but that ended some years ago. 
And will keep remarks brief possible. 

The only proposal have heard here for change law 
one which would permit school districts pool their funds and 
extend their funds support stations similar KQED and 
opposed such change for such reasons will state. There 
was one other suggestion that might necessary advisable 
change the law order specific, about permitting school 
students, school employees and the teachers take part staging 


television programs existing television stations, and that 


change necessary would very much favor because 
think that certainly the school systems should able take 
advantage every offer that made them for the donation 


free time existing television stations. However, far 
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puilding their own stations, that another matter. Someone else 

has gone very briefly but not very thoroughly into the history 
educational television broadcasting the United States. may 
summarize saying that there were one time great many 
tionally owned and operated broadcasting stations this country 

and without quibbling over whether they started shop experiments 

otherwise might say that today there exist only two three 
the entire United States Standard Educational Broadcasting Stations. 
Stations devoted exclusively non-commercial broadcasting. There 
were one time great many more such stations. They have gone 

into disuse for variety reasons but sums the fact that 
was failure. You have here San Francisco the broadcasting 
station which slightly different type, KALW. would consider 

failure for this reason, they broadcast educational programs. 
devoted solely the technical training people who want 
make career the broadcasting industry teach them how run 

radio station. Now believe when started out here after the 

war they did make effort produce programs that would usable 
the class rooms, but for reasons that not thoroughly familiar 
with, that effort has ceased. They longer broadcast any programs 
for classroom use. Whether because they could not because the 
programs broadcasted were not taken advantage for what reason 

know. But were San Francisco taxpayer, and not, 

would consider KALW failure and would not want any school 
tax money spent support this station which only puts out 

very poor disc jockey programs effort trades school train- 
ing people who want get into radio business. KQED wants 


support itself large part through listeners' subscriptions, 
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and have here the bay area another station which attempting 
support itself through the voluntary contributions listeners 
and that has not been success far. That say they have 
not been able get enough $10.00 voluntary subscriptions from 
listeners cover their cost operation. doubt very much 
educational broadcasting television station would. just don't 
think there are that many public spirited citizens who would say 
here $10.00 out pocket for your efforts, least not enough 
guarantee its operation; and certainly the element chance 
will they won't they contribute this year pretty great, and 
unstable way support the radio station out voluntary contri- 
butions. When you come use television education, there are, 
think has been brought out, two different, distinct types 
possible use, class use, and school use what might call 
the adult education cultural level use. Now far school use 
concerned, consider television unsuited educational use 
school, for this reason: the biggest difficulty time co-ordina- 
tion. You have your station broadcast given program given time, 
means that every school the entire bay area must co-ordinate 
its program, its schedule, receive that program that time 
they have let go. They won't able receive You are 


imposing necessity for uniform scheduling classroom work 


order meet the requirements this single station and its program 
schedule, and that makes very very clumsy. You have the expense, 
and regardless what has been said, the expense operating 


television station pretty great, even you consider the technical 
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staff; now when you add program staff for the production live 
programs, you run into expenses hundreds dollars produce 
commercial radio program and you are going have meet their 
standards pretty well, that their production standards. You 

don't have out and hire Jack Benny but you least have 

have technicians comparable You have have technical 
crew that can the same things and leaving the program performers 
personnel completely aside, amounts into the hundreds 

dollars hour just for the technical group produce large tele- 
vision programs. The picture mind television not 
suited classrooms that other adio-visual mediums can the 

job better and speaking specifically the sound motion picture 
has everything that television has except immediacy for public 
events which are pretty well covered commercial television any 
event; but except for the element immediacy such the opening 

Congress speech the President, which adequately taken 
care your sound film can better job. Now actually the schools 
have failed use these tools, one man here this desk, fact, 
today admitted that they are not making anywhere near the use they 
could make the sound motion pictures. Most schools have. projectors 


that cost about $250.00, and the school systems could produce their 


own sound motion pictures, not quality comparable professional 


but certainly they could do, would think, good job with 
sound movie, with single sound movie camera they could with 
television camera. They could buy sound motion picture camera for 


$750 and they want bring their most able teachers all the 
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schools and multiply the use the personality good lecturer, 
they can photograph him with that tool and exhibit those films 
the schools, they can everything that way that they can 
with television and here tool for $750 instead hundred 
thousand dollars plus, that would that same job and they are not 
doing it. Now would say this, speaking taxpayer who has 
contribute these schemes, don't want give them this hundred 
thousand dollar tool out pocket until they have shown they 
can use the $750 dollar tool just well, which they haven't done 
far. the adult education the classroom level, think are 
all agreed that television the cultural level mass medium 
communication would wonderful job spreading culture and that 
spreading culture very worthwhile but the question comes 
worth the money. Now the last legislature, the last session they 
voted eliminate certain so-called cultural frills adult educa- 
tion not because they were not worthwhile culturally, but because 
just not have the money spend these, shall say, luxuries 
education and think should give some these luxuries 

favor the necessities. come from school district which 
fairly well impoverished, not impoverished, but has been subject 
unusually gross load. This the Contra Costa County area 


around Richmond and Cerrito. Assemblyman Doyle familiar with 


that know. have had build great number now 
feel that all the money which can afford, which assessed 


pay for school system should towards eliminating double 


classes, towards providing teachers, classrooms that are necessary 
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and not toward the luxury spreading culture through the educa- 
tional system support television station. very 
worthwhile end but think there greater need. might say, 
incidentaily, that other mediums, including commercial radio and 
television, have done and are doing excellent job raising 

the cultural level presenting programs that have been mentioned 
here adventure, inquiry and other such programs; and while 
educational television station might able little bit 
more, again say luxury that think have forgo. 

Some these people who have appeared here spokesmen from various 
groups, who naturally are people who mostly appear meetings 
this kind, have more less, seems me, revealed type 
thinking that exemplified Sir John Reif, who was the first 
head the British Broadcasting Company when was first formed 
England 1924. wrote book and the forward the book 
expressed the following philosophy, paraphasing, part but 
essentially was this, said "You can't trust the public's 
cultural level, the choice programs, you shouldn't give the 
public what wants, you should give the public what the better 
minds think good for them." Now that philosophy that great 
many people seem have this country, but very ‘shocking 
one make. don't think that America want anyone, matter 
how well qualified, select television radio programs for 
me, tell that look mystery story I'm low-brow and 
should turn around and look their high-class television. 

all right they want offer me, but don't want 
told ought look and the same token think that far 
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programs are concerned, parental responsibility 
decide what programs their children should look at. parent 
too, have two small children who love cowboys and Indians and 
have say you can look much this and then turn the 
off. But think that the responsibility the parents, 
shouldn't vacated educational television station, which 
set with the tax funds; and again you come the problem, 

can you make the children look anyway. know little 5-year 
old boy will the radio and turn Omnibus off, and adventure 
and some these other educational programs. He'll just walk 

and turn them off favor the cowboys and Indians and unless I'm 
right there the room with him, that what going happen. 
sum up, oppose any change the state law this time 
for permitting participation programs the proper time primarily 
because failure adequately use other media available, because 
necessity for basic expenditures, that say the limited funds 
available from pocket taxpayer think you should use for 
more things, such teachers' salaries and more classrooms; 
and will admit that might change mind about all this this 
BAETA and other things are success, but would say let them experi- 
ment with the foundation money which already made available. 
Channel going the air, doesn't need state aid 

it, and they have enough money it. Channel 
Southern California station little experimenting see whether 
all these rosy promises can lived to. After all did have 
rosy promises for radio education and for the motion picture 


educational use, and we've had the admission that they are not being 
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used the utmost advantage let's see what the educators with 
the they have before start giving them taxpayers' money 
puild more stations. 

CHAIRMAN COLLIER: Mr. Bernheim, you spoke with very much 
interest I'd say you are pretty well informed. May ask you what 
your business? 

MR. BERNHEIM: I'm salesman sir, sell advertising dis- 
plays which are manufactured for point purchase use stores. 
did have radio background pointed out. 

CHAIRMAN COLLIER: Thank you, are there any questions from 
the members the committee? Assemblyman Geddes? 

ASSEMBLYMAN GEDDES: Mr. Bernheim, how many programs you 
think are selected for you today television. you have any 
voice what you are going get you take what's available. 

MR. You choose what available. But the people 
through pressure, let's say, the same way that have depend 
upon you gentlemen spend our tax money for us, yet individuals 
can let you know how want spent and enough seem 
take the same trend, then that voice listened to. Same way with 
radio programs, there and are all familiar with, think, 


the examples floods mail for particular program resulting 


perhaps its being altered taken off the air put back 


the air, most cases, and, therefore, think collectively have 


voice, individually admit don't. 
ASSEMBLYMAN GEDDES: Now you spoke about photographing the 


good lecturer the school district and making film with $750 
sound type camera and then utilizing the projectors that might 
should available the different schools the district, you 
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spread that lecturer's ability and make available many more 
people the same time. Well, has been put testimony today 
that you take that 16mm film, they call kinescope,and put 
television camera and you can make available every school 
California who wants tune that particular time which 
comes from co-ordination. 

MR. BERNHEIM: You have put your finger the difficulty, 
Sir, and that get all these schools. Wouldn't much 
more convenient for them able show each school 
their own time, their own convenience, rather than try co- 
ordinate they all see once? 

ASSEMBLYMAN GEDDES: Well, think that when they call 
people and tell them the meat's the table, they make their 
minds whether they want come not. Now, Thursdays think 
there are probably thousands schools that turn the Standard 
Symphony Hour and get good music; and has been for years and 
one the things that doesn't necessarily have broad- 
casted over private stations, but made available not only 
the children the schools but the citizens-who care tune 
it. Now, co-ordinating counsel would say that such and such 
day this would available over certain stations, now maybe down 
San Diego which pretty far reach from here unless you want 
pipe the program all the way down there, they would have ona 
different day and merely means transporting the film 
station; that's what co-ordination would particular expense 
the taxpayers but merely somebody that interested enough 


getting good programs their schools who will cooperate, which 
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what co-ordination means. 

MR. BERNHEIM: Well, agree with you, Sir, far that 
point goes, except that easy co-ordinate many schools for 
one program such this Standard Food broadcast, but you add 
more programs which require that co-ordination, becomes almost 
geometrically, progressively, more difficult. Also, while there 
little expense co-ordinating that program, I'm speaking the 
expense having educational station series educational 
stations through which that Kinescope televised. That definitely 
expense and don't want see taxpayer's expense. 
don't think justified such. think they ought ahead 
and experiment with here where they are able without 
calling upon taxpayers and then let's see justifies taxpayers' 
funds future years. 

ASSEMBLYMAN GEDDES: Last November attended work shop 
the City Schools, the elementary schools the City Lynwood, 
not district but rather extensive school district, 
and the remark was made that members the Legislature give cer- 
tain required subjects teach, one those, course, was con- 
stitution and government. Now the school district has make 
its mind whether going teach that the seventh grade 
eighth grade, where would the most valuable, and what time. 
Now, suppose that all the school districts would come together 
Los Angeles County the state that are faced with the same 
problem and there would films, which are now existence, 
referred this morning, the history the constitutional con- 


vention showed the Legislature work the, take the lecture the 
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constitution perhaps, with certain illustrations, that done 
the basis that one film can shown thousands which means the 
cost per showing per pupil very much less than can done the 
small areas. Now that, think, answers your objection that give 
school use impractical because takes very little except the 
disposition operate and the equipment that each school district 
might have, just the same would have have its own projector 
use the films that are available; and through some co-ordination 
and somebody caring about you have excellent programs that even 
you and might want tune in. 

MR. BERNHEIM: But please tell this, Sir, since these 
films now exist and there are projectors show that they now exist, 
why should build one hundred fifty thousand dollar more 
television station show them the schools which have the projec- 
tors show them now the film merely bicycled around from 
school school? 

ASSEMBLYMAN GEDDES: Because try point out that 
could outside the immediate receiving area these schools 
and could the other members, taxpayers, and voters the 
district and people who would interested and get the same 
value out this program and organization classes and others. 
Instead talking forty thousand the school district, you 
could talk four hundred thousand one million. That's the 
advantage radio commercially, that enlarges your contact. 

MR. BERNHEIM: Well, speaking taxpayer, Sir, believe 
that money would although that would desirable end 
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believe tax money would better spent other educational 
necessities with which are now faced rather than that which 
consider luxury, although perhaps desirable luxury. 

CHAIRMAN COLLIER: think, Mr. Bernheim, the back 
your mind from some your thinking, I'm trying read between 
the lines there, that you feel that with the audio-vision that 
have today, the teacher can better prepare her class see the 
film the classroom after all and after visioning 
herself, can prepare her better job, whereby with 
television coming her without any form preparation. 
other words, she doesn't know what coming the classroom and, 
therefore, just spur the moment deal. other words, 
with the audio-vision can better prepared and presented the 
classroom with the films that have. 

MR. That only partly true, Sir, because there 
could advanced notices what coming television, but 
feel the audio-vision have now does not require the building 
expensive plants which the system television stations; 
other words, can present that film which exists now equipment 
which exists now rather than have out and build series 
hundred thousand dollar plus television stations present it. 
don't feel that they are taking advantage, sufficient advantage, 
the existing equipment justify the expenditure public funds 
this time. let them experiment with what they have available 
from funds, namely Channel and Southern California 


Stations, and let's take slow look what utilization they make 
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and how effective and how much the public looks before 
suddenly start giving more tax money them. 

CHAIRMAN COLLIER: Any questions members? Assemblyman 

ASSEMBLYMAN BRADLEY: Mr. Bernheim, I'm always glad 
some other area. You remarked that you thought the law might 
modified allow teachers educational personnel take 
part programs. there any law the present time, any state 
law that prevents them, you know? 

MR. gathered this morning's session that there 
question the minds some educators whether they are 
permitted. For instance, take public school teacher and have him 
appear commercial television station program even though 
was educational nature and pay his salary for that out 
school funds, understand there some question about that. I'm 
lawyer don't know the details, say doubtful, then 
favor law which would make that perfectly clear. 

ASSEMBLYMAN BRADLEY: Your thought would be, though, 


his own time, not his time off. 


MR. BERNHEIM: No, Sir, not his own time, the School 


Board time;for instance, the Richmond School District, they wish 


to, prepare and present program presentation the Richmond

ASSEMBLYMAN BRADLEY: You think the state ought dictate, 


anything that discription, that would give any indication 
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state approval the fact that teachers could appear television 
programs? 

MR. BERNHEIM: Why, think the state should amend the 
law necessary make that discretionary with the local school 
systems. other words, feel there bar that the 
state law, that bar should removed, but don't think that the 
state should get and say think you ought television. 

ASSEMBLYMAN BRADLEY: But that law were passed the 
state, would indicate great many people that that the way 
they are thinking, they might it. Don't you foresee possibility 
that might soon have actors the school board, not school 
boards but employees for the school participate television 
programs right along? 

MR. BERNHEIM: No, the permissive legislation were 
properly phrased, that wouldn't might suggest, however, 
some actors the school system teaching would not bad idea. 

think one the things that remains most with from college 
education was the marvelous acting interpretation Shakespeare 

which Dr. Marjorie Bailey Stanford did when she gave the Shakespeare 
She doesn't just get the podium and read, she acts 

those lines and believe me, very vivid experience study 
Shakespeare under Dr. Bailey for that reason, and perhaps little 

more acting talent the teaching profession would good thing. 

ASSEMBLYMAN BRADLEY: I'm thinking the possibility that 
might soon drift into the point where each large school district 
would have one two actors employed teachers just represent 


them, and think that would pretty bad fall all around. Now 
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have heard presentation and testimony from the school people 
that operation and upkeep individual projectors, moving picture 
and sound projectors from the different schools represents very 
serious obstacle audio-visual work all schools. 
MR. don't know too much about except with 
experiences the Armed Services where had motion picture 
projectors. They didn't seem require that they handled with 
any degree care, they didn't seem require great deal 
expenditure for, undoubtedly, lamps burn out, tubes burn out, 
but the same would ‘be true television sets which would have 
into the schools receive television programs. You have expendi- 
ture there. was testified here the average servicing expenditure 
cost operation about dollars year; and the event 
television set each classroom, that would sixty dollars per 
classroom per year, you spread around and had fewer, still 
comes the fact that you are going have, any piece mechani- 
cal equipment, you are going have upkeep and maintenance cost.

ASSEMBLYMAN DOYLE: I'd like ask Mr. Bernheim. your 
only objection educational television taxes? 


MR. Let's not say that object educational 


television, Sir.

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television programs the grounds that believe will get 
value received for spite the plans, and would like 
see some more evidence that they will make good use before 
would willing spend tax money. 

ASSEMBLYMAN DOYLE: Then your objection taxes. mean 
are talking about the 

MR. BERNHEIM: Primarily, Yes. feel the cost 
thing, have divide what money there certain ways and 
feel there are more vital needs for our tax money than supporting 
educational television exists today. 

ASSEMBLYMAN DOYLE: Now understanding the Los 
Angeles meeting that those who want educational television would 
like have the Legislature pass law make permissive for 
chooi district school board, and when they choose 
into this type education, and the fact that passed law that 
made permissive for them do, enact, through with this, 
does not mean they were going within month year, 
just depends how they can work their finances out, Dr. Seidel 
and brought out here today. Therefore, you feel, you 
feel, that the future are going have educational television 


you feel are never going have it. 


MR. BERNHEIM: don't know, Sir, because the history 


educational radio has been very pessimistic from that standpoint, 

television follows the course educational radio and see 
evidence that will not, not think will have educational 


the record which will laid out for during the next few years, 
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the type permissive legislation that you speak of, would say 
this. opposed its being passed now, like take 
longer look and let come perhaps two years from now 
four years from now see what the educators have done with Channel 
and the southern California station, and then consider shall 
give the school boards permission they wish spend our taxes. 
ASSEMBLYMAN DOYLE: Well, can not come until 1955 
anyway, will awhile before they can it, but far 
your radio education, LeRoy there mentioned this morning, and 
have known has been around for some twenty-five years, but the 
fact that diminished and the stations dwindled, think the public 
had lot with that, the world which live, outgrew 
more less, you have two three stations struggling along 
trying get going. have two boys, they don't listen the 
radio, but when your television programs such you have mentioned 
come on, they are right there watching; and think should take 
two years from now four years from now, and depends how the 
people feel. mean we, parents, and our children, and the 
educators how much good, how much value this thing going 


have the people California, other states. 


MR. agree with you thoroughly, however, the 
destitution radio broadcasting occurred before television became 
widespread thing all. You had this decline educational radio 
stations setting long before World War continuing all the way 


through and continuing after the war. believe that commercial 
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television first started this country around 1947 when they 
got the green light, and course did not become widespread 
until around 1949, and long before that you had the decline 
educational radio broadcasting, even though commercial radio was 
still great thing. 

ASSEMBLYMAN Maybe the commercial people had 
little with that, and the type programs they put out. 
mean they were interesting enough take away from the 

MR. BERNHEIM: Exactly, you will have that same thing 
happen educational television. say, small sons turn 
the cowboys and Indians and the heck with the Adventure the other 
good acts they have, had this experience just Sunday afternoon. 

almost had chastise him keep the channel tuned Adventure 
and Omnibus, wanted something 

CHAIRMAN COLLIER: Any other questions members the 
committee? Assemblyman Geddes? 

ASSEMBLYMAN GEDDES: Would you addition little 
delay and study the experience Channel and the Southern 
California station, would you feel would well for this committee 
consider its criterion the experience other states that have 


educational television and have operated for longer time. 


MR. all means, perhaps that's one the 
troubles even with the educators, don't take advantage the 
experience around us. Some said here they have had successful 
educational radio broadcasting Wisconsin for years; that 
true, why have they let the boards here California, 
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why have the San Francisco public schools' radio stations fallen 
into such shocking lack use. they could learn something from 
Wisconsin, wonder why they haven't done so. Let's let them learn 
from the other states instead doing the repeating experience
